Mobbing is one way birds defend themselves and their young from predators 


H ave you ever seen in nature a 
mobbing? 

Let me explain with an actual 
event we witnessed at Stevensville 
Conservation grounds. 

We had just returned from walk¬ 
ing the inner trails when it hap¬ 
pened. Across the way the cawing 




First, ten crows, than 20. Soon, 40 
to 50 crows surrounded a Great 
homed owl perched in a tree. 

“Caw! Caw! Caw!" 

“Get out of the neighbourhood!" 
was the message. FIjdng around the 
surrounded raptor, they were 
adamant 

“Move on!" 

The Great homed finally flew off 
to the east. Several crows followed it, 
making sure the great killer of birds 
moved on and away. The crows had 
just mobbed a deadly enemy. 

Spring is coming—really com¬ 
ing—and with it our song birds will 
return. With their return will come 
raptors such as hawks and owls. 

The phenomenon of mobbing 
will return too. Here is a definition of 
it from the Internet. 

Mobbing is a noisy obvious form

of behaviour that birds engage in to 
defend themselves or their offspring 
from predators. 

Here is what, I believe, happened 
at Stevensville. When a predator 
(hawk or owl) is discovered, the 
birds start to emit alarm calls. 

Note: The immense cawing at the 
Stevensville site was at a tremen¬ 
dous volume. They fly at the preda¬ 
tor diverting attention and harassing 
it Sometimes they make physical 
contact by pecking. Mobbing starts 
usually with just one or two birds 
but may attract a large number of 
birds often of many different 

For example, a chorus of alarm calls 
from many different songbirds from 


the same tree is often a good sign of a 
roosting owl or a cat Cat? Yes, Cats are 


Alerting fellowbirds of the dangers 

Not too many birds try to mob the 
powerful Goshawk. My drawing 
shows that crows are one of the few 
species to harass the Goshawk. The 
crows atlackby swooping down at a 
steep angle from behind. Braver crows 
may make contact with then bill or 
feet! Goshawks may turn and fight so 
be wary crows. 


nuthatches may mob raptors. Song¬ 
birds may mob anything that they 
consider it to be a danger 

Have you witnessed mobbing 

Humans can be mobbed too. Dur¬ 
ing mating season Red-winged black- 
birds bombed Keith Bailey on the 
Friendship Trail last week. They dove 
at him telling him to move on and 
away from their nest!

Community Cleanup 


Region opts for moment of reflection

Niagara Region council meetings will 
get underway with a moment of reflec¬ 
tion — at least for the time being. 

Councillors voted last Thursday night 
to abide by a recent Supreme Court nrl- 
ing that said starting meeting with a 
prayer infringes on freedom of con¬ 
science and religion. 

Andy Petrowski and Tim Rigby, usual 
political combatants, were aligned in 
their belief the invocation should stay, 
but failing that, a moment of silence was 
the preferred option of the three pre¬ 
sented in a memo from clerk Ralph 
Walton. 

“I support a moment of silence, 
because I believe this is a time where 
once again we're seeing the pillars of 
what this country was built on being des¬ 
ecrated by upper levels of court,” Rigby 
said. “I think eventually we are going to 
rue the day that this happened." 

Past practice at the Region called for an 
invocation to be read at the onset of 
council meetings. A different member of 
council was asked to choose and read 
from one of four standard invocations or 
had the option of reading one of their 
own. They also had the option of declin- 
ing.Two of the options reference the 
"Lord,” one asks for "blessings," the other 
says “we pray.” They all end with "Amen.” 

Aside from the moment of reflection, 
the other alternatives in Walton’s memo 
were to omit reference to “Lord,” “God” or 
any deity and the term “Amen.” The other 
was to omit the invocation from the 


agenda entirely. 

Petrowski said while the high court 
ruled against prayers, it said nothing 
about an invocation. 

“The ruling spoke specifically to a prayei; 
we have an invocation where anybody, as 
their turn permits... can do whatever they 
want under that invocation. Whether they 
choose to pray a specific faith, or not, that's 
their choice. If they chose to read Green 
Eggs and Ham, that would be their choice.” 

He asked how Walton came to the con¬ 
clusion "mvocauon” was included m the 
Supreme Court ruling. 

Walton referred to the Concise Oxford 
Dictionary where "one of the definitions of 
invocation is ‘invoking or calling upon God 

Fort Erie Mayor Wayne Redekop said 
politicians serve people of all faiths and 
religions and those who don’t follow any 
religion, therefore councillors should 
remain faith neutral while conducting 
council business. He favoured invoca¬ 
tions with no religious connotations. 

"The reality is, this is a multicultural 
society and if we don't show that we are 
impartial I don't believe that we fully 
perform our jobs,” he said. 

In the end, councillors voted to go with 
a moment of reflection, as suggested by 
Niagara Falls Coun. Bob Gale, until Sep¬ 
tember, to gauge how other municipali¬ 
ties deal with the high court ruling. 

But because going with a moment of 
reflection alters council procedure, a 
revised procedural bylaw must be voted 
on and accepted by two thirds of coun¬ 
cil members present at the next council 
meeting.
